GREENVILLE. Ga., June 2, 1869. 

Editors “ Telegraph”: The accompanying 
letter from the uperiatendent of the 
“State Road” you will please publish. It 
ia desired also, that those papers that have 
published the letters of the Treasurer und 
myself. should give it publicity. 

he letter contains two ideas. and two 
only. which I desire briefly 'o notice, Ist. 
That at the proper time, and in the usual 
and proper manner. his report of the man- 
agement of the road will be made, and that 
it will be satisfactory to all competent and 
anbiaged judges; that is to say, at the 
next meeting of the Legislature, seven 
months hence, we shall be made satisfied 
that this vastiy valuable property has been 
well and judiciously managed. When it 
is rewembered that the net earnings of the 
road, with more business than it ever had 
hefore, are $15.000 a month less than for- 
merly. it may well be questioned whether 
this promise to be fulfilled at so remote a 
period will be entirely satistactory to the 
veople. - 

I may be an intruder; I may have viola- 
ted good breeding. or the official rules of 
etiquette, often as senseless us they are dis- 
susting. in seeking intormation on a sub- 
ject of interest to every citizen of Georgia.
